CnOAOO, Se(t. 4.— Ifba Batkmal Co- 
lombian conmiaeion rgaasambled at 10 

o'clock Thnnday morning. A reaoln- 
tion was passed inviting the board of 
lady managers to be present and sit 
with the national commission daring 
the presentation of the memorial of the 
American Sabbath nnloo tot th* dMing 
of tha azpoaition on Sondajg. 

Tha megftben the Sabbath union, 
led by Cdottal tOMi F. Sbepard. of 
tba Mtw Yorit Mail aad Sxpreaa, ar- 
rirad ahortly befoi* 11:80 o'clock, and 
w«r« shortly afterward followed by the 
board of lady managers. 

Colonel Shepard, as president of tiie 
American Sabbath anion, presented the 
memorial of the onion praying for the 
closing of the f^ on Sonday. He alao, 
as president of the Sabbath observance 
committee of the general aaaembly of 
the Preabyterian cnnrch, presented a 
petition of that body to the same end. 
He likewise read a telegram from Arch- 
bishop Ireland, of St. Paul, giving hia 
acquiescence in the movement, and the 
resolution in favor of doaing tha fair on 
the Sabbath day passed by tha Fanners' 
Alliance convention at Ooala, Fla. 

Colonel Hhepard then introduced the 
Rev. Sylvester Scoville, president of 
Wooster college. Wooster, O., who gave 
a brief and eloquent historic review of 
the history of Sabbath legislation and 
Sabbath observance and their effects on 
the nations, socially and commerciallv. 
The Sabbath, was. he said, peculiarly 
iuwrought into the stmctnre of the 
American nation. It was settled by 
Sabbath observers and the Sabbath had 
always been religiously obssrrad by 
their descendants. 

General O. O. Howard was next intro- 
duced and presented the question from 
the patriotic point of view, (juoting from 
WashinKton, Lincoln, McClellan and 
President Harrison, to show how the 
great soldiers and statemen of the nation 
respected the Sabba t h in their official 
capacities. 

The Rev. T. A. Femley, of Philadel- 
p))ia, then laid before the comnii.ssion a 
iK^tition for tiie close of the fair on Sun- 
day, containing nearly 500, Ooo names. 
He B])oke of the closing of the Philadel- 
phia exposition as being satisfactory in 
Its results to the management. 

Colonel Alexander S. Maitland. of 
Brooklyn, urged that Sunday laws 
were not founded on religion, but on the 
rights of man; that no nation could re- 
main permanently free without a day of 
rest.

Mason, commissioner of internal rev- 
enue. The HUijjar is exi»ected to reach 
Washington in a few days. It is the 
prodoct Of the Chino Yallsy Beat Bngtr 
company, of Chino. 

The sugar inspector for Califomto has 
sent to tbe totarnal rersnoa borean to a 
report the information that tha Chino 
Valley Beet Stwar company, began the 
prodoetton of beet sugar on Atig. 24. 
It has planted S.ftOO acres of beeto. and 
expects to produce 5,000,000 pounds of 
sugar. The sugar sent to Commissioner 
Mason will be tne first sugar upon which 
the boonty of two eeats a pound will be 
paid. 

The inspector also reports that the 
Western Beet Sugar company, of Wat- 
eonville. Cal.. will begin the production 
of beet sugar Sept. 7, and tnat it has 
also 2,500 acres planted in beets and ex- 
pects to prodose 8,000,000 pounds of 



sugar.

he Alameda Sugar company, of Ala- 
meda, Cal., will begin operations be- 
tween Sept. 12 and 15, and it estimates 
its production at 8,000,000 poonds of 

beet sugar. 

The su;;ar inspector for Kansas re- 
ports that the Parkiugton .Sorghum Su- 
gar company, of Fort Scott, Kan., be- 
gan ojTerations at its factory Aug. 21>, 
and made considerable sorghum, out as 
yet ha<l not made sugar from the sor- 
ghum. The insiHivtor states that the 
Medicine Lodge Sugar company, of 
Medicine Lodge, Kan., wUl begin opera- 
tions on Aug.

The fall session of the pabllo aohoola 
of thin city begins next Monday, ^th 

a few exceptions, this statement applies 
also to the schools of the county. In 
some few diatriota the achoola opened 
this week. At the late teachers' insti- 
tute Messrs. W. T. Berry and W. R. 
Chandler were appointed a committee, 
in conjunction with County Superintend- 
ent Blatternian, to i)rei)are an address^ 
the patrons, asking their co-operation 
with the teachers in doing everything 
)>ossible for the advancement and im- 
jirovenient of the schools. This address 
has been issued and in it the patrons are 
requested to see to it that "their children 
are in attendance at the opening of the 
schools, so as to derive the benefit of 
commencing at the beginning with the 
various classes as they are formed : that 
they are supplied with text books, writ- 
ing material and other neoeaaariea for the 
prosecution of their duties; that the 
older scholars are i>repared to recite the 
lessons required by the teachers at the 
early morning hour," and the committee 
earnestly urge that "parents do not with- 
draw their children temporarily daring 
the school aeaaion." 

Superintendent Blatterman haa also 
issued a circular to the school trustees of 
the county in reference to the special 
levy of IB cents on each flOO of real and 
j>ersonal property andfl on each poll for 
educational purposes. This tax is to be 
paid over to the Saperintendent on or 
after Oct. 1st, probably not before Jan. 
Ist. each year. "The object of this tax," 
aajra the Superintendent, "and its ap- 
propriation, as ordered by the Board of 
Magistrates of this county, will be to 
Iftigihen the terms of the schoola."

■welling will de^tend upon the amount 
of WHter used. A half minute after the 
syringe is withdrawn the space distinct- 
ly marked by the blist«r is insensible, 
and can be cut into without causing 
pam. The pain caused by the inscrtKin 
of the syringe can be at once allayed by 
■praying with ••thcr. 

Of how much practical worth to sur- 
gery this diwcovery will prove cannot yet 
be determined. i>T. Wleich made use of 
it in the case of a Imgo carbuncle in the 
thigh. After the injection the doctor 
laid the carbuncle open by cross incisions 
sight centimeters in length, and took out 
the dead tissue, the patient detdaring that 
the oi)eration gave slight pain. The 
treatment had no ill effect on the healing 
of the wound. In the case here men- 
tioned the cutK immediately ramittd Mid 
healed perfectl y.

Why the Sultan Is Cool. 

Lo.vrK)N, .Sept. 4.— Constantinople ad- 
vices state that one cause of the sultan's 
coolness toward England is the discovery 
by the Turkish authorities in Arabia 
that the rebels in Yemen art armed with 
rifles of the latest English make, im- 
ported to Yemen by way of Aden. The 
anltan is said to be deeply hurt by this 
evidence of English indiiTerence to the 
laws of neutrality. Insurrection in 
Yemen is spreading throughout Arabia, 
and the Turks have shown themselves 
nnable to cope with the rebels, who are 
rapidly growing in numbers through the 
accession of other tribes. It is said that 
the rebels are actuated by fanaticism as 
well as a desire for independence, and 
it is apprehended that they may not stop 
ahort of effacing Turluqr's rala in 
Axabia. 

Only a Figurehead. 

London, .Sept. 4.— A dispatch from 
Zanzibar nays that the sultan has at 
length, witii some reluctance, Imiuied 
over to the British the details oi l ivil 
and military administration. Hereto- 
fore, while acknowledging a British pro- 
tecttjrate, he hiw been virtually inde- 
pendent an to the internal governuient 
of his state. Heliaa now placed the army 
and police under command of a Hritish 
officer, and appointed a Britiwh olficer to 
organize tiie new harlwr itolice, and take 
charge of the li^htliOUBes, the ofticerH 
not to be r('iuo\e(l from their po>ts with- 
out the consent ot the iiririsli ayenl and 
consul geuerul.
